“ The Sword—Its 
Mission and its Doom.” The text, Isaiah 
84, 5: “ My sword shall be bathed in heav- 


Three hundred and fifty-one times does the 
Bible speak of th at sharp, keen, curved, inex­ 
orable weapon, which flashes upon us from 
th e text—the sword. Sometime* t he mention 
is applauds tory, and sometimes dam natory, 
sometimes as drawn, sometimes as sheathed. 
In the Bible, and in much secular literature, 
the s wont represen is all jaxehns, all mus­ 
kets. ail carbines, all guns all police clubs, 
all battle axes. all weaponry for physical de­ 
fense or attack. 
It would I** an interesting 
thing to give the history of the plough, and 
follow its furrow ail down through the ages. 
from the first crop in ('huidea down to the 
last crop iii Minnesota. 
It would be interest­ 
ing to follow the pen as it has traced its way 
on down through the literature of nations, 
from its first word in the first book to the 
last word which some author last night 
wrote as lie closed his manuscript. It would 
be an interesting 
thing 
to count 
the 
echoes 
of 
the 
Hammer from 
the 
first 
nail 
driven, down through all the 
mechanism of centuries to the last stroke 
in the carpenter’* shop yesterday. 
But in 
this. my annual sermon as chaplain of the 
Thirteenth regiment, I propose taking up a j 
weapon 
th a t ha* 
done a work th at 
neither Plow' nor Pen nor Hammer ever 
accomplished. My theme is the Sword—its 
mission and its doom. 
The sword of the text was bathed in heaven; 
th a tis .it was a sword of righteousness, as 
another soul may be bathed in hell, and the 
sword of cruelty and wrong. There is a great 
difference between the sword of Winkioreid 
and the sword of Catalin*, between thesword 
of Leonidas and thesw ord of Benedict Ar­ 
nold. In our effort to hasten the end of w ar, 
we have hung the sword with abuses and ex­ 
ecrations, when it has had a divine mission, 
and tv hen in many crises of the world sbw tory 
it has swung for lilierty and justice, civilisa­ 
tion ami righteousness nnd God. At the very 
opening of the Bible and on the Hast side of the 
garden of Eden. God placed a flaming sword 
to deieud the tree of Ii «. Of the officer of 
the iaw, St. Paul declares. 
“He beareth not 
the sword in vain.” Through Moses God 
commanded: “P ut every m as his sword by 
his side.” David in his prayer, says; “Gird 
thy sword upon thy thigh, O most mighty. 
One of the old I attle shout* of the Old i 
Testament was, “ The sword of the Lord , 
and 
Gideon.” 
Christ, 
iii 
a 
great 
exigency, said, th a t such a weapon was j 
more im portant than a coat, for He declared: 
“ He th a t hath no sword, let him sell his gar- j 
ments and buy one. Again He declared; “ I ; 
come not to send jieaee but a sword.” Of 
Christ's second coming it is said; “Out of 
His mouth went a sharp, two-edged sword.” 
Thus, sometimes figuratively, but oftener 
literally, the divine mission of the sword is 
announced. 
W hat more consecrated thing in the w orld 
than Joshua s sword, or David’s sword, or 
Gideon’s sword, or Caleb's scold. or Wash- j 
ington s sword, or Marion’s sword, or La­ 
fayette's sword, or Wellington’* sword,'o r 
Kosciusko's sword, or Garibaldi s sword, or 
hundreds of thousands cl American swords 
th at have again and again l>eefl bathed in 
heaven. Swords O' th a t kind have been the 
best friends of the human race. 
They have 
slain tyrannies, pried ofien dungeons, and 
cleared the way for nations in their march 
upward. It was better for them to take the 
sword and lie free, than lie under the oppres­ 
sor s heel and sufler. There i« something 
worse J ban death, and th at is life if it must 
cringe and crouch before the wrong. Turn 
over the leaves of the world s history, and 
find th a t there has never l>een a tyranny 
stopped or a nation lib rated except by the 
sword. 
I nm not talking to you about the 
way things ought to be, but about the way j 
they have been. 
W hat force drove back the 
Saracen* at Tours, and kept Europe from 
being overwhelmed by Mohammedanism, and 
subsequently, all America given over to Mo 
hamntedaaism? The sword of Charles Mar­ 
tel a;id hit men. 
Wha can deal enough ii. in­ 
finities to tell what was accomplis heil for 
the w orlds goodby tic sword of Joan of 
Arf* In December la st I looked od and saw 
in the distance the bat tlefield of M arathon, 
an i I asked myself what was it that, on th a t 
most tremendous day in history, stopped the 
Pnrsien host*, representing not only Persia, 
but Egypt, nnd Tripoli, and Afghanistan, 
nnd Beioochistan, and Armenia; a ho«t th at 
bad Asia under out and proposed to put 
Europe under foot, and. if success ul in th a t 
battle, would have submerged by Asiatic 
barbarism . European civilization, nnd, ne a 
consequence in after time. American e m u ­ 
lation'’ The swords of Miltiades, and The- 
mistocl“s. and Aristides 
At the waving of 
these swords, the 11, (KH) la leers of Athens 
on the run, -lashed ag;.inst the I (It >,000 in­ 
solent Persians and trampled them down or 
pushed them bark into the sea. The sword 
of that day saved the Itest part of the hemis­ 
pheres a trinity’ o: keen steel flashing in the 
two lights—lite lights of the setting sun of 
barbarism, the light outlie rising sun of civili­ 
zation.

Hare Attila, the heathen 
monster, called by himself the "Scourgejof 
God. for the punishment of Christians,” his

Arbitrament will take t he place of war be­ 
tween nation and nation, and national 
j armies will disband as a consequent*, and 
j the time will coml-—God hasten it!—when 
there will be no need of an American arm;, 
and navy, or a Russian army and navy. 
But some time after th at, cities will huve to 
keep there armories, and arsenals, and well- 
drilled militia, because until the millenial 
day there will be populations with whom 
arbitram ent will lie as impossible as treaty 
with a cavern of hyena* or a jungle ofsnakes'

Mississippi and the Alabama, have recently 
been snowed under with white flowers typical 
of resurrection, and strewn w ith red flowers 
com mem ora t ive of the carnage through which 
they passed, aud the bbl flowers illustrative 
of the skies through w hich they ascended.
